during the night, according to Fatta 
er Odenbachs seismograph at St 
Ignatius college here, when today’L 
record was taken. Father Odenbach 
Is Inclined to think t hat Iceland or 
the northern Atlantic bore the brunt 
of the quake. 
The seismograph record shows 
more severe quake than has been 
recorded in the last two years, the 
vertical shock being six millimeters.

Father Odenbach says the record 
Is very similar to that of the quake 
which shook Iceland about a year 
ago.

Reports Show that All Hav­ 
ing Municipal Plants 
Are Saving the Peo­ 
ple Money 


If the 
recommendation 
of the 
special light committee is adopted 
by the common council at its regu­ 
lar meeting tomorrow evening, the 
question of issuing 
$50,000 bonds 
for a municipal lighting plant will 
be submitted to the 
people at the 
September election. This action wa3 
unanimously taken by the members 
of the committee last evening, after 
listening to a report obtained by Ci­ 
ty Attorney John F. Doherty from 
many other cities upon the question 
of street lighting.

AIRSHIP SENDS 
CURLS FLYING 


WASHINGTON. D. C., July 7.— 
Government experts on far eastern 
affairs are searching for proof of 
a secret agreement between Japan 
and Russia for the partition of Man­ 
churia adverse to the United States. 
For months past 
these diplomatic 
sleuths have been 
convinced that 
some such understanding has been 
reached. 
The railroad agreement Just sign­ 
ed by both powers provides for the 
elimination of competition between 
the Russian ^nd 
Japanese systems 
in Manchuria. It is suspecteed Ihi3 
is but a blind to deceive the other 
powers. Its reiteration of Intention 
of the two countries 
to preserve 
the status quo is regarded as more 
than a tinkling 
phrase which nas 
been used repeatedly to distract at­ 
tention from the real underground 
working of the two foreign offices 
to secure a firm 
grip on China's 
richest province. 
A complete upheavel in the far 
eastern diplomacy 
is looked 
for 
within the next few months. It is 
expected that it will bring about a 
re-alignment of the 
powers which 
will probably shake the British al­ 
liance with Japan. Whatever the os­ 
tensible purposes of 
Russian aud 
Japanese diplomacy, 
the 
western 
world is practically convinced that 
the recent reconciliation of tho two 
former enemies means a new phase* 
of oriental politics. The “open door" 
is shut and bolted in Manchuria and 
the gospel of equal opportunity has 
become obsolete. 
The negative policy of Great Bri­ 
tain is regarded as being the prin­ 
cipal cause of the 
change. 
The 
English foreign 
office has sided 
with Russia and Japan in recent ne­ 
gotiations 
as against 
the United 
States, Germany and 
France, with 
the result that British prestige in 
the orient has steadily decreased, to 
the advantage of Russia and Japan. 
It is not now expected that Great 
Britain will make an attempt to re- 
reve tiself bv opposing the Russian 
and Japan schemes for the partition 
of Manchuria.

CHICAGO, July 7.— A varicolored 
crowd of 
1 0 . 0 0 0 persons, including 
whites, negroes and a sprinkling of 
Japanese and Chinese, turned out to 
pay homage to Jack Johnson, heavy­ 
weight champion of the world, when 
he arrived in Chicago at 2:05 
this 
afternoon. 
W’hen Johnson alighted 
from his private car on the 
Over­ 
land Limited, he found him self jam­ 
med in a swirling, 
shouting mob. 
The big negro’s face was illum inated 
by his famous display of golden den­ 
tistry and he tried to say som ething 
but could not make him self heard in 
the din. 
He attempted to shove his 
w’ay through the mob 
to a waiting 
carriage, but did not move. 
When finally the police forced a 
path through the crowd, Johnson en­ 
tered the carriage and was driven 
homeward. 
The crowd, cheering at 
every step, followed closely 
behind 
the carriage and as the procession 
moved up the street it was 
aug­ 
mented by scores of decorated auto­ 
mobiles which had been kept in the 
side streets, awray from the station.

snap the black pugilist upon his ar­

streets were thronged with negroes. 
There were fully 15,000 people in 
the crowd. 
The champion was greeted with 
a prolonged cheer as he left his ma­ 
chine, carrying his 
beloved bass 
viol in his arms. His mother was 
waiting for him on the veranda and 
the big negro enfolded her in a 
bear-like embrace. After remaining 
indoors for a few minutes, Johnson 
reappeared on an upper veranda and 
for a few minutes 
bowed his ac­ 
knowledgm ent of the cheers of the 
crowd, which not

filled the 
streets and the yard but overflowed 
into the trees and telegraph poles 
near the house.
